The great caribou herds of New­ 
foundland m igrate semiannually, and 
no one but an actual witness of these 
migrations can form an adequate con­ 
ception of the marv elous num ber of 
deer which the Island contains. 
It is estim ated that the number which 
crossed the Ex ploits riv er at one point 
during ten days in the autum n of last 
year ex ceeded 4,000. 
This crossing 
ground is only one of scores of sim ilar 
trails. 
Somewhere about the middle of Sep­ 
tember tbe m igratory tide seta south­ 
ward, the hinds, with fawns, forming 
the v anguard of the long procession.. 
The lazy stags hang ha-the rear until 
some storm more sev ere than ordinary 
giv es an unm istakable earnest of tbs 
approach of winter. 
Then all alike hurry toward the shel­ 
tered districts in the south, taking a 
straight coarse ov er bowlder strew n 
mountain heights, through tangled and 
obdurate 
masses of timber, across 
mountain torrents and immense lakes. 
During winters of unusual sev erity 
the animals often draw quite near to 
the settlem ents on the south coast, 
whereupon the settlers, armed with 
fearsome firearms, such as sealers used 
some fifty years ago, straightw ay pro­ 
ceed to decimate the herds with v ol­ 
leys of buckshot. The price of caribou 
v enison at such times in the city of St. 
John’s has been known to drop to 2 
emits a pound. 
The foes of the caribou other than 
man are not numerous. 
Although the 
big gray wolf is still reported on tbe 
northern plains in considerable num ­ 
bers, It is now seldom encountered in 
the interior. 
Hav ing formerly ex isted' 
ln large packs, it is supposed that a 
migration m ust hav e occurred across 
the winter ice floes of the Belle Isle 
strait to the coast of Labrador. 
Ev en such a redoubtable beast of 
prey as the gray wolf could a t no time 
m ake certain of a successful foray up­ 
on an animal endowed with such great 
qpeed and endurance as a well grown 
caribou. 
A trustw orthy old Newfound­ 
land trapi>er says that he once witness­ 
ed an ex citing chase by wolv es of a 
couple of prickets, or two-year-old car­ 
ibou stags. 
Both sides doubtless were going a t 
their utmost pace. 
He measured ths 
bounds of the caribou and found them 
eighteen feet, while the wolv es only 
cleared fourteen feet, so that the cari­ 
bou easily gained on them when close 
pressed. 
Bo much ahead were the caribou a t 
times that they rolled ov er on their 
backs in the snow to cool their panting 
and heav ing sides and seemed to gath­ 
er new strength and refreshm ent from * 
the a c t 
Another enemy of the caribou faw ns 
has of late years quietly replaced tbe - 
wolf, the stealthy and bloodthirsty 
Lynx canadensis. 
The Island a t *hk» 
date sw arm s with these fierce cats. 
Antlers are common to both sex es of 
the caribou. There are rare occasional 
stags with short legs and compact bod­ 
ies which nev er carry antler* and 
show no rudim entary growth, and there 
also are some few does dev oid of horns. 
A Newfoundland guide tells of seeing 
a dozen m ature caribou in company, 
and only one, a nearly white stag, car­ 
ried antlers. 
The caribou is a strong and gallant 
ewlmmer.

The enormous 
thickness of their dense cents of hair 
doubtless helps to float their bodies 
high abov e the surface, giv ing s buoy­ 
ancy almost equal to that of a cork 
jacket. 
While swimming they rest their un- 
derjaw s on the water, with nostrils 
slightly elev ated, and carry their wrhlte 
•cut! erect. Should they suddenly catch 
a w t ff of wind from the hunter they 
giv e ev idence of their ex citem ent by 
bounding twice or thrice almost en­

There is In criminal procedure no bet­ 
ter defense than an allh! !f sustained. 
Alibi w itnesses were therefore very 
much in demand until J uriee began to 
inlstnist them and the penalties for the 
crime of perjury were visited upon 
som e of the delinquents. 
For a long time 
the mendacious 
and subsidized testim ony of profes­ 
sional allb! w itnesses obtained credence 
from J urors, and some of these w it­ 
nesses. to quote their own language, 
“ made a good thing out of IL” 
J uries 
In criminal cases are usually sym pa­ 
thetic where no outside pressure Is 
brought upon them, and It is the part 
of the charge of every J udge In a crimi­ 
nal case to Inform the jury that the 
prisoner at the bar Is entitled to every 
reasonable doubt. 
If, therefore, any 
Qucertaiuty existed on the point wheth­ 
er or not the prisoner w as actually 
present at the tim e and place of the 
allege<l crime ho was entitled to the 
benefit of It, but little by little the 
prosecuting officers became acquainted 
with the identity and records of the 
professional alibi w itnesses. 
One or 
tw o were prosecuted. 
Others were 
scared off. 
The commercial value of 
the services of the others w as decreas­ 
ed, and finally the whole nefarious 
business was abandoned, never since 
to be revived.

W ha t Is Sa id on the Subject by Prof, 
Win. H. W elch. 
Th e committee say s th a t informa­ 
tion on preservatives is vague as to 
th eir effect, and commends th e subject 
for scientific investigation. Th e inves­ 
tigation of th e regulations of th e Unit­ 
ed States and city of Ch icago for th e 
inspection 
of 
meats, th e committee 
•ay s. was conducted by Drs. Hektoen, 
Herzog aud Evans, representing th e 
Ch icago Medical society , wh o bad th e 
especial counsel of Drs. Kavenel, Pe­ 
ters and Rey nold» . 
Th ese gentlemen 
wrote to a num ber of scientists, and 
th e committee embodied in th eir re­ 
port th e reply of Professor William H. 
Welch , of th e Joh ns Hopkins univer­ 
sity , Baltimore, wh o said: 
"In view of th e absence of any pos­ 
sible danger to h ealth arising from th e 
use of th e m eat of cattle affected with 
only localized tuberculosis, or actino­ 
my cosis (lumpy -Jaw! of sligh t or mod­ 
erate ex tent, it would In niy opinion 
be ex travagant, and indeed absurd, to 
condemn th e carcasses of such cattle, 
provided th e anim als are well nour­ 
ish ed and oth erwise in good condi­ 
tion. 
It is, of course, understood th at 
th e diseased part and organs are com­ 
pletely removed and 
destroy « !, and 
th at proper precautions are taken to 
guard against th e accidental contam ­ 
ination of th e m eat with th e tubercle 
bacilli during and after slaugh tering.” 
Th e committee say s th at in general 
—in all ex cept some minor m atters— 
th » Inspection of th e dead anim al up 
to th e tim e th e carcass and separated 
organs passed from th e killing room 
w as generally and reasonably efficient, 
but th at th e post-mortem work is th e
